AMERICAN HAWAIIANS EXCITED 


81111 Francisco Business Hen Refuse

Government's Demands. 


Hyde Pratt of Albany is in the city. 
There is a family relationship between 
him* and President Cleveland. Pratt 
also has a family relationship in the 
Hawaiian islands and feels much exer- 
cised at tlie policy towards the islands 
emmnciated in Secretary Greaham's let- 
ter. 
He drove out to TVoodley this 


afternoon and had half an hour's talk 
with the President on the subject. As a 
result it ia learned that Cleveland ap- 
proves thoroughly and wholly Gresham's 
letter and all contained in it. 


Pratt lived inucli in the islands, and 


don't agree with Greshn.m'8 ideas or be- 
lief as to the facts in the cuse. He stated 
to the President that Greeham'e letter 
read to him like a special plea of an ad- 
vocate lor his case. His statement that 
the deposition of the queen was accom- 
plished by iiliuiis was sufficient to dis- 
credit tho whole letter. He stated to 
the President his belief in order to re- 
establish Queen Liliuokalani it was 
necessary to d inarm every white man in 
the islands. He did not believe the 
t uei'ii could be maintained on 
the 


throne a day without the influence of 
armed forces or the authority of the 
United States. 


Tlie President asked Pratt whether he 


thought ho had aa jjood opportunities 
for information on the subject as the 
President, after a careful investigation 
and Etudy of the subject for eight 
mouths.

Pratt rejoined that ho thought he 
|luul, since he lias been in intimate rela- 


tions by correspondence and otherwise 
with the islands for over thirty years. 


The President closed the interview 


hv saying lie had absolute faith in the 
accuracy of all conclusions drawn by 
Grcsham and Stevens, and Captain 
Wiltse committed the act of usurpation 
uml had done a wrong to a helpless 
>ower, which it was the duty of the 
Jnited States government to undo. 
Pratt consented to relate the substance 


of his interview with President Olove- 
aiid for publication by tlie Associated 
Press.

rests dispatches state, Mr. Cleveland 
iaa instructed the American minister to 
estore the deposed queen to her throne, 
jen he stultified the American nation 
n the eyes of tho world. The mere fact 
1 recognizing tho accredited agents of 
lie Hawaiian provisional government in 
heir various capacities, and sending a 
uly accredited minister of the United 
tales there, shows; that tho United 
>tates gave its moral support at least to 
hat government; and to now want to 
stablish a monarchy and with it bring 
uin 
to 
American 
interests, seems 


trange to say the least. 
That the reinstatement of the queen 
an be accomplished by force no ono for 
a moment doubts, for the provisional 
overnmcnt has only about COO men 
viii able for defensive work, and even 


, ml number could not withstand tlie 
ittack of halt that number of well dis- 
iplined and 
officered 
troops. 
But 


bould tho provisional government be 
tbliged to surrender to a superior force 
n 
Honolulu, bow about the other 


slande of the croup? AVell organized 
and determined bodies of men are avail- 
ible in almost every district of the 
stands, and to keep them all in sub- 
ugatlon would require tho entire Pacific 
quad ron, and then it ia doubtful if 
ley could succeed in doing it. 
The only otbcr harbors outside ol 
lonolulu where men-of-war can lay in 
iafetv and land troops arc Hilo, on the 
sland of Hawaii, Kahiuui, on the island 
of Main, and possibly Lahaimi, on tho 
saute island. From Hilo, on tho island 
of Hawaii, to Hamakua, the next most 
>opulous district, is thirly-fivo miles. 
3y the time our marines and bliu 
ackets arrived there the provisional 
,roops would Ire ready to receive thorn 
vith open arms. 
From Hamakua to 


Kohnlu, the next most populous district, 
s seventy-live miles, and tho same cor- 
liol greeting could be extended to any 
,roops that might come that way. There 
are numerous small ports about tho 
K ands of Hawaii, Maiuand Kauai, but 
in ess ono is well acquainted with them 
t is ten to ono that the vessel approaeh- 
ng them will become a total wreck ; or, 
in the event of their making a safe an- 
: loragc, the chances of drowning al 
lands while getting them on Hboro is 
very great. Tlie inter-island steamers 
and schooners that ply between these 
ports nro obliged lo employ tho mos 
s c ill ful boatmen to gmdu tho boat 
through the surf, and then it is quite a 
common occurrence for the boats to b 
capslml and stove on the rocks. Fo 
thin reason alone, leaving the mom 
question and that of protecting Aincr 
infin lives and property out of ll»> qiias 
tion, the expenae to the American gov 
eminent to maintainLiliuokalani on tho 
throne would be BO great that her mos

It wa 
in form about as follows: "I (name) d 
solemnly swear to hear true allegiam: 
to Xamehameha IV during his reign, o 
during my residence in this kingdom 
and to faithfully obey, all laws of tlu 
kingdom as promulgated by the king in 
legislature assembled." This form o 
outh was alao declared only bindin 
during the life of tlio reigning sovcreigr 
and as i one of the representative me 
of tho kingdom have taken tho oat 
under Liliuokalani— and if tlioy had i 
would null and void now as she \e m 
longer queen — they have not forfcitet 
their rights of protection from th 
United States government. 


The provisional government was or 


gaimcd by tho best and most inlluen 
tinl people of Hawaii, whose capital am 
energies have placed Hawaii among tli 
commercial nations of the world, and i 
Mr. Cleveland thinks that their wiehc 
can be ignored, and their life's labo 
done awnv with simply by saying tha 
"I say yoii must restoro Queen Liliuo- 
kalani to her throne," he will find it 
errible mistake. Your corresponden

he culmination of events that hav

The rest preferred to remain unem- 
ployed. Even Hie eighteen did not do 
their work in a manner toencourage the 
contractors to continue the experiment. 
— Examiner. 


While it is true that there are an un- 


usual number ol worthy and industrious 
rnen out of employment, experience in 
San Francisco and elsewhere on this 
coast has demonstrated the fact that n 
majority of the so-called unemployed 
who drifted to this coast a few months 
ago do not belong to the class above re- 
ferred to. Honest men out ol work 
scorn to accept charity when the oppor- 
tunity is offered them to pay in labor for 
the means of subsistence while in eearth 
of employment. The recent experience 
in San Francisco has been that the city 
was overrun with unemployed until thl 
matter of dispensing charity wns turned 
over to the Salvation Army, and ar 
rangcments mode to furnish two dayi 
work per week to all who were suppliei 
with food. 'A rapid falling off then be 
gun in the number of applicants to 
>«sistanr«, and at tho present time til 
army of unemployed has vanished froi 
tho scene and comparatively few are le 
with whom to exchange food lor labo 
The moral of this experience is so plai 
th»t it hardly needs to be suited. It

The reasons giveii!£theroin 
have seemed to us mostly of nn evasive 
character, each party being content if 
he could throw the blame on gome one 
else; but in my opinion none of the cor- 
respondents has touched tlie heart of 
the matter. 


The writer has been in business many 


years and never knew a market to be 
broken or a price to decline without 
reasons greater than any ag yet advanced 
in the various letters mentioned. I be- 
lieve it is a fact, and one so plain and 
easily understood that any person of or- 
dinary intelligence giving it a moment's 
thought will readily see, that u food 
product of the volumne of the one in 
question that goes into consumption 
generally with fully fifty millions of peo- 
ple, is Koverned by the sure laws of sup- 
ply and demand. 1 maintain that the 
raisin product of California this year 
will bring whatever price it is actually 
worth to consumers, as compared with 
other fruit products presented to them 
from the various markets of the world 
for consumption, 
'^*^*lffii 


I consider the most important factor 


in the raisin market this year has been 
the importation of 
Xante currants, 


which up to November 1st amounted to 
nearly 20,000,000 pounds. The import- 
ation'from Spain from this year's crop 
of Valencia raisins is, up to the same 
date, nearly 11,000,000 pounds. The 
importation of both currants and raisins 
amount to over 30,000,000 pounds. The 
shipment of raisins from California up 
to November 1st amounted to something 
over 26,000,000 pounds; so we have an 
importation that goes into direct compe- 
tition with our raisin product of fully 
one-fifth more than we have shipped up 
to date. 


The 2n.000.000 pounds of currants so 


far have sold, delivered in New York all 
expenses paid, at from 1}£@2 cents per 
pound; most of them were under 2 cents. 
These currants are a seedless fruit, and 
a 
favorite 
with bakers and house- 


wives on that account. The 10,000,000 
to 11,000,000 pounds of Valencia raisins 
imported have sold in New York city, 
duty and all expenses paid, at from 
.r)^@f)Ji< cents, according to tho quality. 
It is reported on good authority that 


the currant crop of Greece this year will 
amount to 300,000,000 pounds, or about 
five times as many as the largest esti- 
mate yet made of the entire raisin crop 
of California this year.

Ilronzo I'utvdcr Making. 


Nearly a hundred establishments aro 


engaged in tho manufacture- of bronze 
powder in and near tho cities of Furth and 
Nuremberg, Germany. It is composed of 
copper, tin, zinc nml antimony melted 
in proper proportions aud cast first into 
rods of half un inch in diameter and 
about three feot long, these rods being 
rolled until about two inches wide and 
then cut into suitable lengths for him- 
dliug. The pieces go to tho hammers, 
where they nro beaten into a very small 
fraction of their former thickness, and 
are then taken to a- sulphuric acid bath, 
where each sheet is washed to remove 
all impurities, rust and dirt.

If designed for metal 
leaf, tho further beating is done by hand, 
but if Cor bronze powder tho sheets go 
to tho shears, where they are cut up iuto 
small particles and become known as 
clippings. These are now ready for the 
stamp mills, which are run in batteries, 
enabling one n;im to ruu or attend SO 01 
more. When sufficiently pulverized, tho 
powder is sifted in a special manner, tho 
heavier and better qualities going to ono 
receptacle and tho inferior grades to an- 
other.—New York Sun.
